Pass a Resolution to the Effect that 
Possession of the Peerage no Longer | 
Itself Gives the Right to Sit and

Opposition to Passing of Resolution | 


Lonaon.—By a vote of 176 to 17 the 
house ot lords renounced the hereat 
tary right to legtsiate, Wich has be: 
the cardinal element of tne | British 
upper house for centuries. The Ge: 
ecasion of the fate of the usual division 
was Rosebery’s third Hg eet aeul 
ing with the reform: of the house. The 
house avreed without opposition that 
reform of the constitution Was neers: 
Bary. 

Lhe complitentary re ‘solution whieh 
passed wus: “That the necessary pre 
liminary to such reform is aeceptance 
of the principle that possession of the 
peerage no longer itself uives the right 
to sit and vote in the house of lords.)
